1956* 4 'The majority of the factory workers live in those quarters. 

As for welfare facilties for the factory workers, labor insurance, 
free working clothes are provided and heavy workers are provided with a nourishing 
meal once a day. There are three hospitals with 1,000 beds (Scheduled to increase 
700 tnis year.) There is also a sanitarium for tuberculosis and a IB. prevention 
clinic as well as several dozen clinics. Medical expenses are mi f^r ii ^ire d 
(for the factory .worker himself), but members of the family are required to pay 
• 'fcal f price. 

As for cultural facilities, there are three "after work middle schools* 
(night school), one college (night school), and two technical night schools. 

These schools were not in existence in the old days.
